T im e after time the Germans in this war have m istaken the people of 
other nations for fools, and have perpetrated such palpable frauds, told 
such palpable lies, done deeds of such palpable cruelty and then sought to 
back them up with argum ents palpably false and upon palpably fraudulent 
bases, all done under the general supposition that the other peoples could 
not see through their thinly veiled tricks. 
Their acts have been those of 
boys who sought to deceive J ust commonly w ise fathers and m others. 
They 
have done things and said things designed to deceive, which did not deceive 
and only had the effect of counting them as prem editated liars. 
It has been 
easy in this country to run down their spies and to trace the coarse hand 
of the German propagandist wherever he may have been. 
Not alw ays has 
the evidence been conclusive, while at other tim es it has. 
But when so 
many trails lead to the sam e destination and each trail is the counterpart 
of the other, one scarcely needs conclusive evidence to satisfy his mind that 
they w^ere laid out and beaten down by the sam e corps of workers. 


Senator La F ollette has a French nam e, but he com es from a German 
state in which there is a large city made fam ous by a well known German 
beverage. 
The senator, having imbibed the sentim ents of his people, w hose 
racial sym pathy is with the people of the fatherland w hether or not they 
are loyal to this country, speaks with the mouth those sentim ents that he 
is bound to voice as a rej)resentative of his people. 
The senator in his 
speech in support of his proposition to declare war taxes on the rich m uni­ 
tions m akers and large incom es, declares that the war is not popular and 
that the draft is resisted by 85 per cent of those called. 
We know that 
w hile excuses have been many, it was expected that at least half of those 
called would be excused on legitim ate grounds. 
The others who asked for 
exem ption did so largely because it was a fad, sheep follow ing the leader, 
not that they cared so much about avoiding the war as they did not know 
w hat it is all about and disliked being disturbed in their custom ary routine 
of life. 
They have been doing about the sam e thing year after year and it 
looks hard to them to break away and try new work. 
He also declared 
that the liberty loan was subscribed by the exercise of the iron fist in a 
kid glove, and doubtless referred to the fact that 4,000,000 people took Donds, 
a very large percentage of whom had never before saved a cent of their 
earnings and were in som e m easure coerced into doing so, to a considerable 
extent for the sam e reason that so many filed claim s for exem ption, .jlieep 
follow ing the leader. 
It was a fad to subscribe for liberty bonds. 
The 
real seriousness of the situation has not penetrated the American mind, gen­ 
erally, as yet, and will not until the boys begin to com e hom e with arm s 
off and legs off and eyes out and picturing the horrors of war, for these are 
the only^ones who are going to be perm itted to com e hom e until the war 
ends. 


The senator said a good many other things that indicate where ;ie im ­ 
bibed his sentim ents. 
There is nothing original in what he has said. 
The 
sam e talk has been going over the country ever since war was declared, 
and it is only occasionally that an un-American senator or congressm an 
bobs up to indicate that som e men of more than ordinary repute have the 
tem erity to express them selves in this manner. 
G enerally the propaganda 
work is done in a more Insidious manner, as am ongst the Industrial W ork­ 
ers of the Wiorld, or in the way told by Mary Roberts Rhinehart in the last 
number of the Saturday Evening Post: 


After I had been traveling about the country for a few w eeks I 
had com e to a conclusion there was no getting aw ay from: 
Ger­ 
m any is still trying quiet methods in this country. 
WTiat her 
great army here will do when those m ethods fall I do not know. 
What it is doing now, as a part of its work, is to be heard and 
seen on alm ost every through train. 
Pleasant-faced gentlem en 
in sm oking com partm ents, friendly ladles in dressing rooms and 
Pullman chairs, are busily Instilling into the more or less recep­ 
tive minds of a leisurely traveling public, distrust of our govern­ 
m ent. 
Do you recall that unctuous gentlem an who said he was 
from New Orleans, but w hose coat was marked Baltim ore ,who 
prefaced his rem arks with the statem ent that he was a loyal 
American, but ------ 


Have you not heard the old, old argum ents—of capital forcing 
this war because it was afraid of the safety of its loans to the 
allies? 
Of Great Britain dragging us in because the British 
w ere lying down on their job? 
Of big interests who brought on 
■"our part of the war for the sake of contracts? 
They have all the stock argum ents, these German spies and 
propagandists, plus som e new ones. 
But ask them their nam es 
and addresses and then, a trifle later, get out your notebook 
'and write som ething down—it doesn’t m atter what. 
The nam es 
and addresses are not important, because they are false. 
But 
w atch them stop talking, and observe them furtively scrutlninz- 
Ing you afterward, 
I have had tw o women try this with me, and on one through 
train in,the south I overheard, in the sm oking com partm ent, one 
man holding forth to three different audiences. 
It is insidious 
poison, for it strikes generally at the good faith of our allies. 
How does this affect our men in the training cam ps? 
I have 
known it to be tried in only one, but the result, with a different 
sort of men, m ight have been disastrous. 
From som e hidden 
outside source it began to be im pressed on these men that they 
w ere about to face an unbeatable m achine. 
The sam e stealthy 
whispers said that the allies were already defeated and that we 
w ere to be sacrificed to save the men of France and Great Brit­ 
ain. 
It circulated figures, wildly exaggerated, as to the percent­ 
age of deaths am ong officers at the front. 
Cruel? 
It was dastardly. 
As dastardly as it was totally 
false. 
Luckily this w as not the new army, made up, as it m ust be, 
of all elem ents, intelligent and stupid, loyal citizens and others 
not so loyal. 
But it is som ething to be watched for in the new 
army. 
T hese student officers, m ost of them , realized that the 
w hole thing w as fundam entally false. 
But it had a certain 
effect, for all that. 
Here and there one found them , toiling 
as bravely, w orking as faithfully, preparing with the others to 
do better than their best. 
But also—preparing to die. 
I have been frank about this, at the risk of criticism , because 
som ething m ust be done about it. 
And that som ething we can 
do ourselves. 
W atch these unctuous people who m agnify Ger­ 
m any’s power and attack our allies. 
W atch the men and wom en 
who sneer at our own governm ent and m inim ize our fighting 
strength. 
W atch the pleasant gentlem en who hate England 
and assure you we are fighting her war for her. 
They may be 
m erely disgruntled Am ericans, but they are more likely to be 
som ething very different. 
And— watch the foreign press. 
A part of it Is loyal; a part of 
it m ost certainly is not. 
It is Insidiously disloyal, like my 
friends of the through trains. 
If the governm ent would make 
one very sim ple ruling we should have an easy solution of a 
perplexing problem, one that the loyal press would welcom e. 
That is: 
Order each newspaper printed in a foreign language 
in this country to send one copy each day to the departm ent of 
justice, there to be exam ined by men fam iliar with the lan­ 
guages in which they are printed. 
Unfair? 
Not at all. 
Our 
everyday press is subject to 
supervision. 
W hy 
not 
these 
others? 


Mrs. Rhinehart says som ething m ust be done about it. 
The La Fol- 
lettes, for one thing, should be suppressed by their own people, but in his 
case he, it is believed, speaks the sentim ents of those who^ elected him 
hence he will not be punished. 
A s to the others an exten sive spy system 
of our own with railw ay trainmen enlisted for that particular type of propa­ 
gandists, would help a lot. 
And every man big enough can slap the J aws 
of those he hears delivering this kind of talk, doing it either literally or 
figuratively, as did State Press in the Galveston N ew s a day or so ago: 


A G alveston reader, who uses a blue pencil and considerable 
asp erity in his writing, forwards the suggestion that probably 
S tate P ress is crazy with the heat. 
The com plainant does not 
like S. P.’s position as regards the war and the warring peoples. 
Of course, the Am ericanism of State P ress is offensive to a 
certain elem en t of the Texas population which splits its patriot­ 
ism on the fifty-fifty basis, as does our Galveston correspon­ 
dent— who sign s his nam e “ Pro-American” to conceal his real 
leanings. 
P ossibly, however. State P ress is crazy with the heat. 
But he isn ’t lunatic enough not to be able to detect a counterfiet 
Am erican w hen the counterfeit em its hatred of this country’s 
law s and Institutions. 
State Press is for the United States, and 
against everybody who isn ’t for the United States. 
If there 
are any readers of this colum n who don’t like it, they can

Counterfeit Americans 


T im e after time the G erm ans in this w ar have m istaken the people of 
o th e r nations for fools, and have perpetrated such palpable frauds, told 
such palpable lies. done deeds of such palpable cru elty and then sought to 
back them up with argum ents palpably false and upon palpably fraudulent 
bases, a1! done under the general supposition th a t the other peoples could 
not see through their thinly veiled tricks. 
T h eir acts have been those of 
boys who sought to deceive ju st com m only wise fathers and m others. 
They 
have done things and said things designed to deceive, which did not deceive 
and only had the effect of counting them as p rem editated liars. 
It has been 
easy in this country to run down th eir spies and to trace the coarse hand 
of the German propagandist w herever he m ay have been. 
Not alw ays has 
the evidence been conclusive, while at other tim es it has. 
But when so 
many trails lead to the sam e destination and each trail is the c o u n terp art 
of the other, one scarcely needs conclusive evidence to satisfy his m ind th at 
they were laid out and beaten down by the sam e corps of w orkers. 


S enator La Follette has a F rench nam e, but he comes from a Germ an 
state in which th ere is a large city m ade famous by a well know n G erm an 
beverage. 
The senator, having imbibed the sentim ents of his people, whose 
racial sym pathy is with tho people of the fatherland w hether or not they 
are loyal to this country, speaks with the m outh those sen tim en ts th at he 
is bound to voice as a representative of his people. 
The sen ato r in his 
speech in support of his proposition to declare w ar taxes on the rich m uni­ 
tions m akers and large incomes, declares th a t the -war is not popular and 
th a t the draft is resisted by 85 per cent of those called. 
W e know th at 
while excuses have been many, it was expected th at at least half of those 
called would be excused on legitim ate grounds. 
T he oth ers who asked for 
exem ption did so largely because it was a fad, sheep following the leader, 
not th at they cared so much about avoiding the war as they did not know 
w hat it is all about and disliked being disturbed in their custom ary routine 
of life. 
T hey have been doing about the sam e thing year after year and it 
looks hard to them to break aw ay and try new work. 
He also declared 
th at the liberty loan was subscribed by the exercise of the iron fist in a 
kid glove, and doubtless referred to the fact th at 4,000,000 people took Ponds, 
a very i» iSe percentage of whom had never before saved a cent of their 
earnings and w ere in some m easure coerced into doing so, to a considerable 
extent for the sam e reason th a t so m any filed claims for exem ption, ..beep 
following the leader. 
It was a fad to subscribe for liberty bonds. 
T he

off and legs off and eyes out and picturing the h orrors of war, for these are 
the only^ones who are going to be perm itted to come home until th e w ar 
ends.

T h ere is nothing original in w hat he has said. 
The 
sam e talk has been going over the country ever since w ar w as declared, 
and it is only occasionally th at an un-American sen ato r or congressm an 
bobs up to indicate th a t some men of more th an ordinary repute have the 
tem erity to express them selves in this m anner. 
G enerally the propaganda 
work is done in a more insidious m anner, as am ongst the Industrial W ork­ 
ers of the Wjorld, or in the way told by M ary Roberts R hinehart In the last 
num ber of the S aturday Evening Post:

W hat it is doing now, as a p a rt of its work, is to be heard and 
seen on alm ost every through train. 
Pleasant-faced gentlem en 
in sm oking com partm ents, friendly ladies in dressing rooms and 
Pullm an chairs, are busily instilling into the m ore or less recep ­ 
tive m inds of a leisurely traveling public, d istru st of our govern­ 
m ent. 
Do you recall th at unctuous gentlem an who said he was 
from New Orleans, but whose coat was m arked Baltim ore .who 
prefaced his rem ark s with the sta te m en t th a t he was a loyal 
American, but------ 


H ave you not heard the old, old a rg u m e n ts—of capital forcing 
this w ar because it was afraid of the safety of its loans to the 
allies? 
Of G reat B ritain dragging us in because th e British 
w ere lying down on th eir job? 
Of big in terests who brought on 
* our p a rt of the w ar for the sake of con tracts? 
They have all the stock argum ents, these G erm an spies and 
propagandists, plus som e new ones. 
But ask th em th eir nam es 
and addresses and then, a trifle later, get out your notebook 
and write som ething dow n—it doesn’t m atter what. 
T he nam es 
and addresses are not im portant, because they are false. 
B ut 
watch them stop talking, and observe them furtively scrutininz- 
ing you afterw ard. 
I have had two women try this with me, and on one through 
train in .the south I overheard, in the sm oking com partm ent, one 
m an holding forth to th ree different audiences. 
It is insidious 
poison, for it strikes generally a t the good faith of our allies. 
How does this affect our m en in the training cam ps? 
I have 
know n it to be tried in only one, but the result, with a different 
so rt of men, m ight have been disastrous. 
F rom som e hidden 
outside source it began to be im pressed on these m en th a t they 
w'ere about to face an unbeatable m achine. 
T he sam e stealthy 
w hispers said th at the allies w ere already defeated and th a t we 
were to be sacrificed to save the m en of F ran ce and G reat B rit­ 
ain. 
It circulated figures, wildly exaggerated, as to the p ercen t­ 
age of d eath s am ong officers a t the front. 
Cruel? 
It was dastardly. 
As dastardly as it was totally 
false. 
Luckily this was not the new arm y, m ade up, as it m ust be, 
of all elem ents, intelligent and stupid, loyal citizens and others 
not so loyal. 
But it is som ething to be w atched for in the new 
arm y. 
T hese student officers, m ost of them , realized th at the 
whole thing was fundam entally false. 
But it had a certain 
effect, for all that. 
H ere and th ere one found them, toiling 
a s bravely, w orking as faithfully, preparing with the o th ers to 
do b etter th an their best. 
But also 
preparing to die. 
I have been frank about this, at the risk of criticism , because 
som ething m ust be done about it. 
And that som ething we can 
do ourselves. 
W atch these unctuous people who m agnify G er­ 
m an y ’s pow er and attack our allies. 
W atch the m en and women 
who sn eer at our bwn governm ent and m inimize our fighting 
strength. 
W atch the pleasant gentlem en who h a te England 
and assu re you we are fighting her w ar for her. 
They may be 
m erely disgruntled A m ericans, but they are m ore likely to be 
som ething very different. 
And—-watch the foreign press. 
A p art of it Is loyal; a p art of 
it m ost certainly is not. 
It is Insidiously disloyal, like my 
friends of the through trains. 
If the governm ent would m ake 
one very sim ple ruling we should have an easy solution of a 
perplexing problem, one that the loyal press would welcome. 
T h at is: 
O rder each new spaper printed In a foreign language 
in this country to send one copy each day to the d ep artm en t of 
justice, th ere to be exam ined by m en fam iliar with the lan ­ 
guages in which they are printed. 
U nfair? 
Not at all. 
Our 
everyday press is subject to 
supervision. 
W hy 
not 
these 
others? 


Mrs. R hinehart says som ething m ust be done about it. 
T he La Fob 
lettes, for one thing, should be suppressed by th eir own people, but In his 
case he, it is believed, speaks the sen tim en ts of those whq, elected him 
hence he will not be punished. 
As to the others an extensive spy system 
of o u r own with railway trainm en enlisted for th a t particular type of propa­ 
gandists, would help a lot. 
And every man big enough can slap the jaw s 
of those he h ears delivering this kind of talk, doing it either literally or 
figuratively, as did State Presa in the Galveston News a day or so ago: 


A G alveston reader, who uses a blue pencil and considerable 
a sp erity In his writing, forw ards the suggestion th at probably 
S ta te P re ss is crazy with the heat. 
T h e com plainant does not 
like 8. P .’s position as regards the war and the w arring peoples. 
Of course, the Am ericanism of State Press is offensive to a 
certain elem en t of the T exas population which splits its patriot­ 
ism on th e fifty-fifty basis, as does our Galveston co rre sp o n ­ 
d e n t— who signs his n am e “ Pro-A merican” to conceal his real 
leanings. 
Possibly, however. S tate Press is crazy with the h e a t. 
B ut he is n ’t lu n atic enough not to be able to detect a counterfiet 
A m erican w hen th e cou n terfeit emits hatred of this co u n try ’s 
law s and in stitutions.

Washington, Aug. 24.—That the risk 
of the fighting man is not nearly so 
great as is popularly imagined is the 
belief of marine corps officials here 
who have compiled statistics covering 
the allied losses in the war. 
A careful estimate shows that only 
one man in fifteen is killed, and one 
out of five hundred loses a limb.

cent reports from French and British 
hospitals show that about 95 per cent 
recover from wounds, while about 90 
per cent are able to return to the 
firing line.

hold unbiased views in regard to the 
expected casualties among their owp 
troops in France, it is pointed

that the 'Soldiers of the Sea” recently 
engaged in warfare in Haiti, suffered 
k ss than I per cent losses.

terrain, fighting from house to house, 
and capturing and holding small re­ 
doubts, taken one by one from the en- 
pniy.

This is the impeachment address to 
the senate of the state of Texas: 
Mr. President: 
In accordance with 
the resolution adopted by the house of 
representatives of the Thirty-fifth leg-

isiature of the state of Texas on the

twenty-fourth day of August, A. D. 
1017, we (a committee appointed for 
^ the purpose) appear before flie hon­ 
orable body and in the name of the 
house of representatives and the i>eo-

pie of the state of Texas do hereby 
Impeach the Honorable James E. Fer­ 
guson, governor of the state of Texas, 
of high crimes and misdemeanors in 
office, by violation of the constitution 
and laws of the state, and of his oath 
of office. 
We further inform your honorable 
body the house of representatives will 
In due time exhibit particular articles 
of impeachment against him and mak e 
« good the same. 
We therefore reiiuest 
that the senate tak e order of the ap-

pearance of the said James E. Fergu­ 
son to answer to said impeachment, 
and to set a day and adopt rules for 
the hearing of the cause.

Article 2—Received $101,000 from 
Governor Colquitt as insurance money 
on Canyon City normal, then drawing 
interest at 4 1-2 per cent, which was 
redeposited without interest by Fer­ 
guson in the Temple state bank s and 
other bank s in which he was a stock ­ 
holder and in the American National 
bank at Austin, to which he later be­ 
came indebted. 
-Article 3—The notes of $37,500 each 
made by A. F. Ferguson and J. II. Da­ 
vis, Jr., to Temple State bank to James 
E. Ferguson to cover the latter’s ac­ 
count and the payment of which he 
guaranteed. 
Article 4—Testimony before Investi­ 
gating committee that he had paid the 
Temple bank $127,-500 when as a mat­ 
ter of fact $(5,000 of this was repre­ 
sented by the notes mentioned in arti­ 
cle 3, for which he w.as desponsible, 
and that their transfer to the Houston 
National Exchange bank did not re­ 
lieve the Temple bank of its excess.ve 
loans to Ferguson.

Article 16—Violated constitution In 
attempting to discharge certain mem 
bers of the university faculty when he 
had only authority to protest and mak e 
suggestions, and thus sought to set 
aside the constitution and law giving 
to the regents discretion in m atters of 
this k ind. 
Article i (—Sought to remove 
re­ 
gents without “good and 
sufficient 
lause,” or any cause in violation of 
constitution and law 
Article 18—Publicly declared univer­ 
sity faculty to be grafters, corruption 
ists, liars and disloyal to the govern 
ment, and yet block ed an investigation 
sought by the faculty, which he should 
have encouraged if the charges are 
true, and if they are not true, he is 
guilty of criminal libel and slander 
against Texas and one of its institu­ 
tions. 
Article 19 —Attempt to control re­ 
gents. Judgment against Regent Wil­ 
bur P. Allen on a $5,000 ball bond in 
Jones county was remitted by the gov­ 
ernor “without good reason but only 
to influence his action as a member 
of the board of regents.

by Dr. J, D. Gambrell for his sermon 
Sunday morning at the First Baptist 
church and in the course of .lis 
e- 
.nark s he touched upon the war and 
he relations of the book of Revela­ 
tions thereto as far as he is able to 
.mderstand. 
The doctor was here to 
attend the service commemorating the 
ninth anniversary of the pastor. Rev. 
d. E. Weaver, and spok e both morn­ 
ing and evening, on which occasions 
special musical programs were given 
under the direction of Mrs. H. O. Boat­ 
wright. 
Dr. Gambrell stated that bo 
was last here eight years 
ago 
and 
spok e In the old church. 
“The crown 
ing glory of every minister is faith 
in God, faith in His word and faith in 
His people. 
This church has grown in 
power, in efficiency and it is sure to 
continue to grow, but a church does 
not grow except by faith.’’ 
His text was tak en from the first 
chaptqr of Paul’s letter to the church 
at Phillipi, in which he read and ox 
pounded as he read the twelfth, thir 
teenth and 
fourteenth 
ver.ses. 
He 
came thus to the word “fellowship.’’ 
and said: 
“Paul mak es a great deal 
of fellowship, speak ing of my fellow 
soldiers, fellow-servants, fellow-Chris- 
tians, fellow-sufferers. 
1 have said it 
many times and will repeat it here, 
there is not a man or woman in this 
house who would not be better dead 
than to destroy the fellowship of this 
church. 
Again he quoted from the text, “I 
pray that your love may abound more 
and more in k nowledge and all judg­ 
ment.” “Some love is foolish,” 
said 
the doctor. 
"Some young people fali 
in love at first sight, and fall out at 
the second. 
-Referreing to the fact that we are in 
war time he said he did not k new that 
there is anything better upon which he 
could speak than optimism. 
“ When 
you join the church you are joining 
Christ’s army. 
Every church is an -r- 
ganized unit in the army of Christ.” 
Some of the epigrams used in the 
development of his subject were: 
“Every difficulty you meet in life 
is an opportunity: an opportunity to 
see what is in you.” 
He told of the conversions made by 
Paul while he was in jail, and of a 
German servant girl in Russia 
who 
was passed from prison to prison » nd 
everywhere made converts to Christ. 
Paul went up to Rome, a 
little 
old 
scarred Jew, and was followed by sol­ 
dier after soldier, watched constantly, 
but he talk ed to them, converted them, 
and finally got before Nero, the tyrant, 
and talk ed to him. 
“Paul was alone a; 
to men, but not as to God and Christ.” 
“Look back over the years of your 
church and see what you have done. 
How much more can you do In 
ten, 
twenty, fifty years. 
Thus far the Lor i 
has brought you on. 
“The other day I read the entire 
book of Revelations at one time, for 
the first time in my life. 
I do not un­ 
derstand it all, but I got this out of it 
as I read: 
There was a revelation of 
the k eying of the churches up to the 
right standard, and then that period 
of tremendous struggling, that succes­ 
sion of great events came on us lik e 
a great field of mountains tumbling 
down just as we see it today, but on 
that rises the city of Zion. 
“Then there is the value 
of 
op 
tlmism. The man who goes about sigh­ 
ing and with a long face belles Christ. 
The early Christians were happy and 
filled with joy. 
Don’t be a long-faced 
Christian. There Is no religion 
in 
that. Those naturally long-faced should 
shorten them up. 
There Is a practical 
value about optimism. 
W’ho wants to 
hear croak ing all the time. The church 
ought to be the happiest of places, 
and it is where Christ is. 
“Optimism is happiness in religion. 
You have no right to be a discourager. 
We have a new word for that, slack er 
A man can be worse than a clack er 
The slack er does not go in. The dis 
cocrager pulls everybody out. 
We 
hear the cry that taxes are high i*nd 
money hard to get and all 
that. 
I 
have heard the cry of hard times ali 
my life. 
A team was pulling a load up 
a hill, and at the rear of the wagon 
was a cow pulling back on the rope. 
The team was struggling to get to the 
top, when a small boy called out ‘Cut 
the rope.’ 
That’s it; cut the cow 
to n se. 
The bigger the cow the more she ought 
to be cut loose. 
Courage grows out of optimism, A 
man never talk s down in his mouth un­ 
less he Is down in his heart. 
One 
man can destroy an army of cowar­ 
dice; one man can 
pull 
down 
a 
church.” 
Dr. Gambrell spok e last night at the 
First Baptist church on “The War, Its 
Beginning and Ending.” 
He demon­ 
strated that he has been a thorough 
student of the subject, and went back 
in history for centuries to find a foun­ 
dation for the present trouble. 
He 
declared It as his belief that the war 
would be of long duration, and almost 
expressed the belief that it would not 
be the last war.

Fro m Wednesday ’s Daily Eag le 
Brazos county district and 
county 
trustees meeting was called to order 
a few minutes alter 10 o’clock Monday, 
August 27, in the district court room 
ill Bryan, by Prof. R. O. Allen, presi- 
J dent of the county board. 
After a 
number of very interesting and in 
structive rem ark s by President Allen, 
a goodly number of district and coun­ 
ty trustees listened to the following 
program : 
"Relations of the District Trustees 
to the Schools.” 
Prof. Frank Kad.mk a 
gave a very practical discussion of 
this subject. 
Among 
the 
relations 
enumerated by the speak er were some 
not contained in our school laws. 
He 
gave the following as legal relations: 
They are the custodians of the physi­ 
cal property of the district; they are 
the financial agents of the district; 
they constitute the legislature of the 
district; they sometimes act as the 
judicial body of the district to hear 
disputes, etc. 
As moral relations he 
mentioned that they should build the 
educational sentim ent or standard cf 
the district, should be prophets of the 
future, should be In deep sympathy 
with humanity and childhood. 
“State Aid Under the Two-Mllliou 
Hollar Appropriation” was next dls 
cussed by Assistant State Superlnten 
dent E. G. Grafton of Austin, Texas 
The speak er explained the 
various 
conditions to be met by schools desir­ 
ing state aid, and emphasized the im­ 
portance of meeting tliese 
require­ 
ments for the comfort and well being 
of the pupils. 
He gave them concrett 
examples coming under his own obscr 
vatlon where cliildren have sufferid 
physical injury by attending school in 
houses not properly 
lighted. 
This 
closed the program of the ioreiicon 
session. 
At 2 o'clock the house was ailed to 
order by President Allen. 
Mr. H. I. 
Me Knight was the next speak er, 
his 
subject being “The 
Compulsory 
At 
tendance Law.” 
.Mr. Me Knight is a 
ery pleasing speak er and at the same 
time has a way of driving ideas houu 
when he seek s to do so. Mr. McKnight 
emphasized the imiwrtance of the law 
and its enforcement. 
His speech was 
well received by all. 
At the close of this Lhere 
was 
a 
round table discussion of the various 
phases of the law. 
Many 
questions 
were ask ed Mr. McKnight* by the trus 
tees and ail questions were promptly 
answered in such a way that ail were 
greatly 
benefited. 
Many 
trustees 
told of the good effects of this law in 
their communities, causing large fami­ 
lies of children to enter sthool who 
were never before seen inside a scii« o!

Hobby became the chief executive. 


The house of representatives Friday 
evening presented articles of im peach­ 
m ent against Governor Ferguson to 
the senate of Texas. 
By this act the 
governor was autom atically suspended. 
Twenty-one articles were presented, 
after having been adopted by 
the 
house one by one, the last one having 
been adopted at 8:30 p. rn. 
This is the impeachment address to 
the senate of the state of Texas: 
Mr. President: 
In accordance with 
the resolution adopted by the house of 
representatives of the Thirty-fifth leg­ 
islature of the state of Texas on the 
twenty-fourth day or August, A. D. 
1917, we (a comm ittee appointed for 
the purpose) appear before file hon 
orable body and in the name of the 
house of representatives and the peo­ 
ple of the state of Texas do .hereby 
impeach the Honorable Jam es E. F er­ 
guson, governor of the state of Texas, 
of high crim es and misdem eanors in 
office, by violation of the constitution 
and laws of the state, and of his oath 
of office. 
We further inform your honorable 
body the house of representatives will 
in due tim e exhibit particular articles 
of im peachm ent against him and make 
good the same. 
We therefore request 
th at the senate take order of the ap­ 
pearance of the said Jam es E, Fergu­ 
son to answ er to said im peachment, 
and to set a day and adopt rules for 
the hearing of the cause. 
This comm ittee has been appointed 
by the bouse as a board of m anagers 
to conduct the prosecution. 
W. H. Bledsoe, chairm an; E. R. Bry­ 
an, R. L. I hemason, R. p. Spencer 
of W ise; J. C. M urrell; W. M. Fly, W. 
Lh Cope, B. S. McMillan; J. H. Woods, 
G. L. H aidusek. 
Following is a briefed sum m ary of 
the charges: 
A rticle I —Used funds of 
Canyon 
City norm al school to pay $5,000 note 
and $600 interest due First National 
bank of Temple by Jam es EL Ferguson 
and never repaid to state.

A rticle 4—Testim ony before investi­ 
gating com m ittee that he had paid the 
Temple bank $127,500 when as a m at­ 
ter of fact $75,000 of this was repre­ 
sented by the notes mentioned in a rti­ 
cle 3, for which be was desponsible, 
and th at their transfer to the Houston 
National Exchange bank did not re­ 
lieve the Temple bank of its excessive 
loans to Ferguson.

and 12 th at he owed the Temple bank 
nothing, when he in fact owed a note 
of $11,243.07, on which there had been 
paym ent sufficient to leave a balance 
of over $8000.

A rticle 13.—M isapplication of state 
monies in purchase of groceries, feed, 
autom obile tires, gasoline, etc. 
A rticle 14—Violated oath of office 
and state laws by borrowing beyond 
* legal limit from a state bank. 
A rticle 15—Violated constitution in 
attem pting to veto, with the exception 
of one item, the appropriation for the 
m aintenance and support of the state 
university, w ithout resubm itting 
the 
subject to the legislature until forced 
to do so by the impending im peach­ 
m ent proceedings. 
Article 16—Violated constitution in 
attem pting to discharge certain m em ­ 
bers of the university faculty when he 
had only authority to protest and make 
suggestions, and thus sought to set 
aside the constitution and law giving 
to the regents discretion in m atters of 
this kind. 
Article 
1 1—Sought to remove 
re­ 
gents w ithout “good and 
sufficient 
cause,” or any cause in violation of 
constitution and law. 
Article 18—Publicly declared univer 
sity faculty to be grafters, corruption­ 
ists, liars and disloyal to the govern­ 
ment, and yet blocked an investigation 
sought by the faculty, which he should 
have encouraged if the charges are 
true, and if they are not true, he is 
guilty of crim inal libel and slander 
against Texas and one of its tnstitu 
tions. 
Article 19—A ttem pt to control re 
gents. Judgm ent against Regent WH 
bur P. Allen on a $5,000 bail boud in 
Jones county was rem itted by the gov­ 
ernor “w ithout good reason but only 
to influence his action as a mem ber 
of the board of regents. 
Article 20—Sought to im properly in 
fluence courts of Texas. 
Vetoed in 
creased salary bill for suprem e court 
after he had w ritten them and they 
had ruled against him in pending case, 
and declined an endorsem ent 
of

Judge of th*\f!ourt of appeals at Beau 
mont because he bad decided (gainst 
him in a pending case. 
Article 21— When the senate refused 
to confirm the nom ination of C. W. 
Woodman as labor com m issioner

was the duty of the governor to senu 
in another name, but he continued him 
in office w ithout confirm ation. 
Each article was voted on separate 
ly, the vote usually being 84 to 50 and
